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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Milford: 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  together  with  other  Town 
boards  and  officials,  continued  to  further  the  Town’s 
committment  to  develop  industrial  land  with  the  transfer 
of  75  acres  to  the  Fafard  Companies,  thereby  enabling 
the  developer  to  offer  buyers  access  from  Route  85  in 
addition  to  the  access  from  Route  16.  The  Board  is  con¬ 
fident  that  development  of  the  300  acre  “Granite  Park" 
will  greatly  strengthen  Milford’s  tax  base  and  provide  a 
number  of  jobs  to  area  residents. 

Milford’s  industrial  development  in  the  Bear  Hill 
section  where  Data  General  recently  located  a  major 
facility  was  also  marked  by  progress  in  fiscal  1982  with 
the  Town’s  receipt  of  a  $450,000  grant  from  the  Executive 
Office  of  T ransportation  and  Construction.  These  monies 
are  earmarked  for  the  design  and  construction  of  a  3,200 
linear  foot  industrial  access  road  from  Route  109  to 
Beaver  Street. 

During  the  past  year  the  Selectmen  also  worked 
closely  with  the  Police  Chief  and  his  department  in  im¬ 
plementing  many  of  the  recommendations  in  the  Police 
Management  study,  including  development  of  a  firearms 
qualifications  program,  holding  regularly  scheduled  staff 
meetings,  upgrading  the  evidence  control  system,  and 
initiation  of  a  cruiser  maintenance  program. 

Fiscal  austerity  imposed  by  Proposition  2Vi  re¬ 
sulted,  unfortunately,  in  the  elimination  of  a  significant 
number  of  Town  and  school  positions  through  attrition 
and  layoffs.  Despite  the  reduced  workforce,  however, 
the  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  the  Town  was  able  to 
maintain  its  delivery  of  services  with  only  minor  incon¬ 
veniences.  The  Board  commends  all  department  heads 
for  their  cooperation  in  coping  with  the  difficult  decisions 
which  had  to  be  made  during  the  first  year  under  2  Vi.

REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Milford: 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Conservation  Com¬ 
mission  to  review  development  proposals  to  assess  their 
impact  on  our  wetlands  resources  and  to  insure  that  the 
significant  functions  wetlands  perform  are  adequately 
protected. 

This  past  year  the  Commission  has  been  especially 
busy  reviewing  proposals  for  large  scale  development. 
The  Commission  has  written  orders  of  conditions  for  one 
large  scale  industrial  park,  reviewed  preliminary  plans 
for  another,  monitored  the  progress  of  Data  General’s 
new  facility  on  Maple  Street  and  conducted  a  series  of 
public  meetings  relating  to  site  development  along  God¬ 
frey  Brook  for  the  proposed  housing  for  the  elderly  pro¬ 
ject  on  West  St.  Lengthy  orders  of  conditions  were  issued 
by  the  Commission. 

Two  projects  contain  innovative  off-site  provisions 
for  water  retentions.  In  the  case  of  the  motel  proposed 
by  Northside  Development  on  Beaver  Street,  a  flooding 
easement  was  obtained  from  an  adjoining  property  holder, 
permitting  full  development  of  the  site  without  detrimental 
increases  in  downstream  flows.  Orders  of  conditions 
for  the  proposed  Forest  Ridge  Subdivision  specify  that 
a  detention  basin  be  built  along  the  Ivy  Brook,  mitigating 
potential  flooding  not  only  from  Forest  Ridge  but  also 
from  other  sources  impacting  Ivy  Brook. 

The  Commissiion  was  deeded  Craddock-Clewes 
Pond,  a  generous  donation  by  the  Maspenock  Rod  and 
Gun  Club.  A  ribbon-cutting  ceremony  attended  by  neigh¬ 
borhood  residents,  selectmen,  and  the  Commission  was 
held  June  19th.  It  is  our  intent  to  maintain  the  pond  as 
a  passive  recreation  resource. 

We  also  spent  time  reviewing  and  commenting  on 
the  Flood  Hazard  Maps  developed  by  the  Federal  Emer¬ 
gency  Management  Agency.  This  data  should  prove  to 
be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  community. 
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The  Commission  has  always  done  its  own  on-site 
inspections.  However,  this  past  year,  without  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  a  full-time  engineer  available,  the  Commission’s 
work  load  has  been  significantly  increased.  Members 
have  spent  hundreds  of  hours  inspecting  wetlands.  We 
make  note  that  John  Parmentier,  our  consulting  engineer 
from  Dunn  Engineering  in  Foxboro,  has  been,  as  always, 
extremely  valuable  to  the  Commission.  He  provides  us 
the  technical  expertise  that  is  essential  to  objective 
implementation  of  our  responsibilities  under  state  statute.

The  year  1982  is  a  year  which  will  be  long  re¬ 
membered  by  the  Milford  Senior  Citizens,  and  all  the 
townspeople,  as,  after  many  years  of  trying,  we  have 
finally  acquired  a  new  Senior  Citizen  Center.  Our  Center 
offers  a  delightful  setting  for  Milford  Seniors  to  congre¬ 
gate,  participate  and  enjoy  themselves.  A  great  deal  of 
renovating  work  has  to  be  done,  and  we  hope  it  will  be 
done  in  the  very  near  future. 


Much  interest  among  the  Milford  Seniors  is  generat¬ 
ing  through  our  daily  programming.  We  continue  to  show 
increases  in  all  areas  of  service  provided.  Many  thanks 
to  our  Council  members  for  their  dedication,  effort,  and 
contribution  of  their  time  and  help,  to  make  the  Milford 
Senior  Citizen  Center  a  place  of  enjoyment  for  the  elderly. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Milford  Council  on 
Aging,  through  the  combined  efforts  of  all  its  members, 
have  provided  weekly  bingo  parties,  crafts  and  exercise 
classes,  pokeno  games,  cribbage,  checkers,  and  many 
activities  for  both  the  men  and  women,  blood  pressure 
clinics,  diabetes  clinics,  and  glaucoma  clinics,  as  well 
as  many  other  health  programs;  also  monthly  day  trips, 
and  also  over-night  trips,  plus  grocery  shopping  bus, 
bowling,  para-legal  services  and  dental  clinic. 

The  Council  is  also  sponsoring  the  Vial  of  Life  Pro¬ 
gram,  which  is  being  offered  to  all  Milford  Senior  Citizens, 
as  well  as  to  the  handicapped  and  those  living  alone.  We 
also  have  information,  referral  services,  and  outreach 
services,  as  well  as  Notary  Public,  fuel  assistance  and 
weatherization,  I.D.  cards,  and  the  monthly  Newsletter 
(The  Elder  Milfordian  News),  which  is  distributed  to  fifteen 
hundred  individuals. 

May  was  designated  as  Senior  Citizen  month,  and 
an  open  house  was  held  to  observe  the  occasion,  with 
one  hundred  and  fifty  attending  at  the  new  Center. 

The  Craft  ladies  held  a  very  successful  bake  sale, 
as  a  fund  raising  function. 

Various  members  also  attend  many  meetings,  such 
as:  Blackstone  Valley  Elder  Consortium,  Blackstone 
Valley  Advisory  Council  to  Elderly  Home  Care  Corporation 
of  Southern  Worcester  County,  Inc.  of  which  Clifton 
Tyler  is  Chairman,  Central  Massachusetts  Association 
of  Councils  on  Aging  (CMACA),  Region  II  Area  Agency 
on  Aging,  of  which  Adam  Diorio  is  a  member  of  the 
Board.  Council  members  also  attend  workshops  and 
classes  of  various  kinds.  Emma  Barry,  Jeannie  Brattin, 
Sophie  Salvia  and  Clifton  Tyler  attended  many  workshops 
on  the  Fuel  Assistance  Program,  and  worked  on  filing 
applications  at  the  Center. 

The  Mini-bus  has  been  responsible  for  increased 
transportation  to  the  nutrition  program,  and  medical 
appointments. 

The  Council  express  thanks  to  the  Honorable  Board 
of  Selectmen,  Executive  Secretary  Judith  Sparrow,  Albert 
Inglesi,  for  his  excellent  custodial  service,  and  to  other 
town  departments  for  their  cooperation  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1 982.

REPORT  OF  THE 
EXECUTIVE  SECRETARY 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Milford: 

During  fiscal  year  1982  the  new  “Parking  Law” 
took  effect,  whereby  the  responsibility  for  administering 
the  collection  of  non-moving  parking  violations  was 
transferred  from  the  courts  to  Town  Hall.  In  anticipation 
of  the  changeover,  this  office  set  up  a  locked-box  system 
with  a  local  bank  to  handle  mail-in  payments  and  with 
the  Selectmen’s  approval,  contracted  with  a  computer 
service  to  log  and  track  all  tickets  issued,  including  the 
scheduling  of  parking  hearings.  The  format  of  the  parking 
ticket  itself  was  updated,  and  new  parking  fines  were 
instituted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  line  with  fees 
charged  in  surrounding  communities. 

This  office  also  worked  with  the  Concil-on-Aging  in 
submitting  a  successful  grant  application  to  the  Executive 
Office  of  Transportation  for  a  new  1 2  passenger  van  with 
a  wheelchair  lift.  The  van  will  be  used  to  transport  elders 
and  handicapped  persons  by  appointment  to  destinations 
such  as  the  hot  lunch  program  and  Milford  Hospital.  The 
new  van  is  expected  to  arrive  in  the  spring  of  1 983. 

The  cooperation  extended  to  this  office  during  the 
past  year  is  gratefully  acknowledged,  particularly  in  view 
of  the  often  difficult  decisions  which  had  to  be  imple¬ 
mented  under  Proposition  2Vi.

REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

The  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  take  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  present  a  brief  summary  of  their  many  activities 
in  the  public  health  field,  to  the  citizens  of  Milford. 

FOOD  PROTECTION 

Our  Health  Officer  inspects  almost  100  food  service 
establishments  which  include  restaurants,  retail  food 
stores,  catering  establishments,  bakeries,  and  institu¬ 
tional  facilities  twice  each  year.  Each  restaurant  is  graded 
according  to  inspection  reports  and  published  in  the 
newspaper  for  public  review. 

NURSING  SERVICES 

The  Board  continues  to  contract  with  the  Visiting 
Nurse  Association  to  provide  a  total  nursing  service  pro¬ 
gram.  The  contract  provides  therapeutic  home  health 


services  to  those  patients  in  the  Town  insured  by  the 
Medicare,  Medicaid  and  private  health  insurance  pro¬ 
grams.  The  Agency  also  provides  the  following: 

a.  Therapeutic  services  to  individuals  who  elect  to 
pay  privately  on  a  sliding  fee  scale; 

b.  a  limited  number  of  free  nursing  visits; 

c.  a  clinic  program,  such  as  Well  Child  Clinics,  Elderly 
Clinics,  Influenza  Clinics,  Free  Pre-School  Im¬ 
munizations  Clinics  and  a  Parochial  School  Nursing 
Program. 

SOLID  WASTE  MANAGEMENT 

The  Board  of  Health  is  the  administrative  agency 
for  solid  waste  collection  and  disposal  services  for  the 
Town  of  Milford.  The  Board  voted  unanimously  this  year, 
to  extend  the  contract  with  the  Reddish  Disposal  Ser¬ 
vices  of  Needham  for  two  more  years  at  a  substantial 
savings  to  the  Town.  In  July,  the  Board  opened  the  new 
Transfer  Facility  on  Cedar  St.  which  has  been  under 
design  and  construction  for  the  past  two  years.  Future 
plans  in  this  area  include  more  progress  toward  the 
closing  of  the  former  sanitary  landfill. 

CHOKE  SAVING  SEMINAR 

The  Board  of  Health  sponsored  a  choke-saving 
clinic  conducted  by  Lt.  John  Hennessy  of  the  Milford 
Fire  Department.  The  clinic  was  attended  by  close  to 
100  people  who  are  employed  in  local  food  service  es¬ 
tablishments. 

RABIES  CLINIC 

The  Board  sponsored  a  rabies  clinic  conducted  by 
Dr.  Richard  Heller  DVM.  in  April.  The  Board  urges  resi¬ 
dents  to  take  advantage  of  this  worthwhile  service. 

WATER  TESTING 

Health  Officer  Paul  Mazzuchelli  continues  to  per¬ 
form  bacteria  tests  on  drinking  and  surface  water.  This 
is  available  to  private  citizens  at  a  minimal  fee. 

DENTAL  CARE 

The  Board  provides  a  dental  care  program  to  the 
children  from  Kindergarten  through  Grade  six  in  both 
public  and  parochial  schools. 

Mrs.  Karen  Campos,  Hygienist,  screens  the  children 
for  problems  and  conducts  a  Fluoride  Rinse  Program 
which  has  become  very  successful  this  past  year. 

MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROGRAM 

The  Board  of  Health  again  this  past  year  provided 
a  Mosquito  Control  Program  of  their  own  as  well  as  being 
assisted  by  the  Central  Mass.  Mosquito  Control  Project. 

The  Board  has  sprayed  every  section  of  town  at 
least  two  times  during  the  Spring  and  Summer  season. 
This  program  has  been  quite  successful  in  the  controlling 
of  adult  mosquitoes. 
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In  the  future,  the  Board  promises  to  continue  these 
important  services  and  looks  forward  to  instituting  ad¬ 
ditional  services  for  the  citizens  of  Milford.

REPORT  OF  THE 
HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Milford: 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  all  other  town  departments  for  their  cooperation  and 
good  will  during  the  past  year. 

A  special  thanks  to  all  the  members  of  my  depart¬ 
ment  for  their  cooperation  and  help  in  making  the  1982 
fiscal  year  a  successful  one. 

The  Highway  Department  worked  its  way  thru  a 
very  severe  winter  and  in  spite  of  limited  funds  because 
of  Proposition  2V2  we  were  able  to  keep  roads  open  and 
safe.  We  plowed  and  sanded  as  usual  but  we  did  not 
pick  up  as  much  snow  as  we  did  in  the  past.  The  cost 
of  removing  the  snow  has  risen  so  high  that  we  had  to 
cust  most  of  it  out. 

We  reconstructed  and  relocated  a  portion  of  Maple 
St.  This  project  took  the  better  part  of  summer  and  fall 
to  complete.  We  did  4800’  of  roadway. 

Our  general  maintenance  work  continued  as  usual. 
We  patched,  cleaned  basins,  hot  topped  various  sections 
of  roadways,  swept,  repaired  equipment,  cut  brush, 
cleaned  debris  from  roadsides  and  brooks,  repaired 
walls  at  various  brook  locations,  replaced  Street  and 
Square  signs  where  necessary,  painted  crosswalks  and 
assisted  all  Town  Departments  whenever  necessary.

REPORT  OF  THE 
PLANNING  ASSISTANT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Milford: 

The  following  report  is  submitted  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30, 1982. 

This  office  continues  to  be  involved  in  major  planning 
issues  affecting  Milford  with  particular  emphasis  on  in¬ 
dustrial/economic  development,  residential  land  use, 
and  commercial  revitalization. 

In  order  to  further  Milford’s  downtown  revitalization 
activity  and  to  provide  needed  additional  parking  for 
downtown  shoppers  and  employees  this  office  prepared 
for  the  Selectmen  and  the  Redevelopment  Authority  a 
grant  application  to  fund  70%  of  the  cost  of  an  off-street 
parking  facility  or  $490,000.  The  “Parking  Deck",  to  be 
located  between  Pine  and  Fayette  Streets  has  just  re¬ 
ceived  its  70%  share  from  the  Massachusetts  Dept,  of 
Administration  and  Finance.  This  office  is  attempting  to 
procure  the  remaining  30%  cost  of  the  deck  so  that  it 
can  be  built  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 

To  further  leverage  and  facilitate  continued  industrial 
development  in  the  Bear  Hill  area  of  Milford,  this  office 


successfully  applied  for  and  received  $450,000  from  the 
Executive  Office  of  Transportation  and  Construction  to 
fully  finance  the  design  and  construction  of  a  3200  foot 
industrial  access  road  from  Route  109  to  Beaver  Street. 

In  the  area  of  residential  development  this  office 
has  prepared  for  the  Planning  Board  an  entirely  new  and 
revised  Subdivision  Rules  and  Regulations  which  hope¬ 
fully  will  be  finally  approved,  after  fine  tuning,  this  next 
fiscal  year.  The  existing  Rules  governing  subdivisions 
were  adopted  in  1965.  In  the  coming  year  this  office  will 
be  preparing  for  the  Planning  Board  a  Cluster  By-Law  as 
part  of  the  Zoning  By-Law  which  will  allow  a  more  flexible 
and  cost  efficient  style  of  homebuilding  in  Milford. 

I  look  forward  to  a  continued  effort  of  comprehen¬ 
sive  planning  in  the  major  growth  area  affecting  Milford: 
industry,  the  commercial  sector,  and  housing.  I  would 
like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  all  Boards,  Depart¬ 
ment  heads  and  staff,  and  the  citizens  of  Milford  for  their 
cooperation  and  support.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Milford: 

The  Planning  Board’s  fiscal  year  has  been  one 
which  demanded  extensive  time  and  effort  of  its  members. 
We  worked  diligently  with  all  proponents  of  industrial 
development  and  made  ourselves  available  beyond  our 
regularly  scheduled  meetings  to  resolve  countless  details. 

Similar  efforts  were  expended  in  working  closely 
with  developers  of  residential  land  and  the  Board  has 
pursued  the  completion  of  existing  subdivisions. 

A  proposal  to  construct  80  units  of  housing  for  the 
elderly  resulted  in  repeated  and  amended  public  hearings 
requested  by  the  applicants,  from  re-zoning  proposals 
through  the  Special  Permit  process.  The  final  proposal 
for  construction  of  56  units  on  the  West  Street  property 
of  Dominic  Blasio  was  unanimously  granted  a  Special 
Permit  on  May  1 8,  1 982. 

Two  subdivisions  were  approved:  Conte  Circle,  4 
lots  and  Forest  Ridge  Estates,  39  lots. 

The  Board  reviewed  numerous  applications  for 
Variances  and  Special  Permits  for  recommendations 
to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  and  conducted  many 
public  hearings  relating  to  Site  Plan  Review. 

We  have  initiated  a  review  of  the  current  Rules  and 
Regulation  adopted  in  1965  pertaining  to  the  subdivision 
of  land  in  the  town.  A  revised  draft  copy  compiled  by  our 
Planning  Assistant  and  Engineering  Consultant  will 
necessitate  extensive  evaluation  and  discussion  at 
special  meetings  in  the  next  fiscal  term. 

Your  Planning  Board  will  continue  to  work  with  dedi¬ 
cation  and  diligence  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  and 
all  its  inhabitants  now  and  in  the  future.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of 
Milford: 

The  School  Department  submits  the  following  re¬ 
port  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1 982. 

The  1982  school  year  closed  for  the  first  time  in 
several  years  with  the  School  Department  returning 
money  to  the  Town.  Although  in  dollars  the  amount  was 
not  significant  ($66.31),  it  certainly  demonstrates  the 
School  Committee’s  and  Central  Office’s  commitment  to 
work  within  the  confines  of  its  budget. 


In  a  somewhat  related  matter  the  School  Committee 
has  spent  many  hours  and  a  great  deal  of  effort  to  cut 
the  energy  costs  related  to  the  schools  and  has  put  into 
place  an  energy  management  system  which  will  not  only 
monitor  the  energy  used  but  also  a  system  which  is 
designed  to  preventatively  maintain  the  school  system 
in  a  cost-effective  manner. 

On  March  15,  1982,  Superintendent  James  J.  Buckley 
submitted  his  resignation  to  the  School  Committee, 
effective  August  1,  1982,  after  having  served  the  Town 
of  Milford  as  Superintendent  for  eleven  years.  The  School 
Committee  has  created  a  Superintendent’s  Search  Com¬ 
mittee  hoping  to  find  a  qualified  candidate  to  serve  as 
Superintendent  for  the  beginning  of  the  1982-83  school 
year.

We  have,  after  almost  ten  years  of  planning 
received  final  approval  to  begin  the  re-construction  of 
the  Waste-Water  Treatment  Plant.

Conversion  of  the  book  Catalogue  to  the  Dewey 
Decimal  System  continued  at  a  steady  pace  during  the 
past  year.  Work  on  the  project,  undertaken  in  July  of 
1980,  is  being  accomplished  by  the  library  staff  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  performing  their  normal  library  duties. 

Since  the  project  began,  21 ,390  volumes  have  been 
processed.  It  is  estimated  that  completion  of  the  project 
will  take  another  two  years.  The  Dewey  Decimal  System 
is  the  standard  method  of  cataloguing  books,  and,  upon 
cmpletion,  will  bring  the  Milford  Town  Library  into  the 
main  stream  of  Cataloguing  systems. 

During  the  past  year  1 1 2,052  books  and  periodicals 
were  circulated:  1 ,501  books  were  purchased,  and  1 ,609 
books  were  discarded.
